coinage victory.

The Sub-Treasury Scheme. 


WASHINGTON, August 5.—The Committee 


on Ways and Means, through McMillan, 
to-day made a unanimous report adverse to 
the Bab-'i'reaanry bills. The report Is a 
long document and discusses all phases of 
the question. 


It defers the question of constitutionality 


and proceeds to state objections'. They 
are briefly: If there should be a redaction 
on the vtilae of goods after they are stored 
below 80 per cent, the Government would 
lose; if the value increased the Govern- 
ment would get none of the profit; that the 
jurisdiction of Federal Courts would be in- 
creased so as to make them an instrument 
of oppression to the people. 


The bill tends strongly toward centraliza- 


tion and interferes with individual free- 
dom. 
A great fluctuation in currency 


would follow its enactment. The opera- 
tions of the bill would not be confined to 
(aimers, but iron men, lamhor men and 
manufacturers generally would complain 
until the Government fixed a limit to pos 
eible loss at 20 per cent, to them, ard so 
on. The Ooverment would be usurping the 
functions of citizens and attending to 
everybody's business but its own. 


No provision is made for the redemption 


of the many millions to be issued under the 
bill and bunks would have power to force 
the destruction of any part of the Govern- 
ment's mouey. The bill is class legislation 
aud would be UDJuat to the day laborer and 
other toilers. 


People having a 
particular kind o 


property to deposit could get money at ] 
per cent, from the Government and let i 
at a higher rate to other persons. 
Lastly 


it is a violation of the Constitution, as is 
shown by citation from the highest judicial 
tribunal* in the land.

damp it over here for? 
To give it to us? 


Ob, no. To exchange for our commodities! 
Well that would not hurt. Tbey say they 
will dump it over here and take all oar 
gold sway? My hearers, do you own the 
gold? [Laughter.] No, you do not. Who 
does? Those aharp American bankers and 
they are too smart to exchange the sold, if 
it is more valuable than silver, for as the 
boys say, they do not have to. [Laughter.] 
But these people say they will give them 
boot enough to terapt them to it and the 
gold will all go oway and we will have sil- 
ver in its place, aud all the boot that'tbe 
bankeru get for it. -[Laughter.] Let us 
suppose tbat it is to, that gold is all gone 
away and that we have nothing but silver. 
Who is hurt? 


But, said the men, what ore we going to 


do with our foreign exchange? Tbat re- 
minds me of a man in Missouri, who was 
at a meeting and sat there whittling a 
stick and chewing tobacco vigorously, 
He 


had not Buy coat and had one suspender 
and bis punts ho had quit patching because 
a bole wore the longest, and he said: "If 
these Knights of Labor and free silver 
fanatics aud Farmers' Alliance men get 
uto power what are we going to do whou 
we go abroad?"

I recollect that Andrew Jackson in hi* 


great battle with the United States Bank 
:hat one of his chief objections to that 
bank was that its councils were largely 
dominated .by foreign iofluenaes. In this 
year, 1898, you send op your petition to 
Congress, you hold your public meetings, 
proclaim your wishes in favor of tbe free 
and unrestricted coinage of silver, and 
what does Congress say? It says we will 
consult the crowned heads of Europe, and 
if they are willing you shall have it, then 
you shall have it. [Laughter and ap- 
plause.] Yon might. as well consult En- 
rope as to whether we should have free 
government here. 
I tell yon yon cannot 


maintain a Bepnblie here in this country 
or a republican form of government if yon 
are to be dominated by an aristocratic 
system of finance. 


We must have here a system of finance 


suited to our Bepublioan institutions, and 
not modeled after the effete aristocracies 
and waning monarchies of tbe old world.

supplement the metallic currency of the 
country with » conservative issue of full 
legal tend«r paper money, which shall be 
a good legal tender for all debts, public 
and private [applause], but not if we have 
money enough without doing that,

eome one S»JB, I supposed yon were an in- 
flationist, Mr. Weaver. M; answer is, your 
suppositions have always been wrong. 


This great movement is not disposad to 


unsettle the business of this country 'or to 
bring on a financial orUis.

CONSTITUTIONAL LAW, 


I want this evening, as an introduction 


to what I may say, for tbe purpose of clear- 
ing away the ground, that we may under- 
stand just what we want to do, I wish to 
give thin audience a lesson in constitutional 
law. 
It is the moat important lesson I can 


giro ypu to-night, 
I will try to make this 


lesson so plain that a child oan understand 
it. 
The Constitution declares that Con- 


gress—not the States—it is too impor'nut 
to be entiusted to the States, not individ- 
uals, it is too important for that, but tluit 
Congress shall have the power to reguUte 
commerce among the States and viitb for- 
eign nations aud with ludiau tribes. No*, 
whatever power is conferred by that ex- 
press declaration in the Constitution, it IB 
evident that it was understood by oar fore- 
fathers te be too important to be longer 
entrusted to the States composing the 
Union; hecoe they took it away from tbe 
States, the States having originally pos- 
sessed it, before tbe formation of the Con- 
stitution. 
They declared that Congress 


should have the power to regulate com- 
merce among the States. 


What is commerce? 
7tat JH the nest 


step to the inquiry. It is the baying and 
Belling and tbe trans-shipment of the 
things bought and sold between the people 
of the various States, That is what Con- 
gress may regulate. 


Daniel Webster in a great speech, fore- 


shadowed what it means, viz: that Congress 
shall have the power to regulate the in- 
Btrnment 
through 
which commerce is 


carried on between tbe people of the States. 
It can mean nothing else. 
[Applause.J 


What are the instruments of commerce? 
They are three, and it is singular how this 
number three and 
number seven run 


through everything connected with human 
life. Hera it one month and two hands, 
that is three; and if you will give the two 
hands a fair chance they can feed tbe one 
mouth, [Applause.]

DIVISIONS OF IKD0STBT. 


There are but three great divisions oi 


human industry and human effort, and al 
wealth grows oat of those three, which ie 
like the limbs of n tree growing oat of the 
trunk. Tbe flrat is tho producer, the 
second tho manufacturer uad the tbiid tho 
distributor. They are the three great trunk 
divisions of haman endeavor. Th«re an 
bat three kinds ot commerce to which thi= 
Constitution refers, nuswering to ths thre 
great divisions ot human labor. 
What is 


tb.9 first instrument o£ commerce withou 
which you can have no commerce? It ii 
money, 
[Applause.] That is ono of thi 


instruments which Congress has the powe 
to legulate. 


Let us see wli9th«r Congress has done 


Jta duty, I want in tha discussion here 
this evening to try to arrive ot the cause oi 
the present discontent among the people, 
of the friction that is abroad, of the uni- 
versal upheaval tlat to-day extends from 
one aide of the Kepnblio to tho other. 
I 


have been speaking now for the last fifteen 
years, and during tbe last three years on 
an average of every day to audiences, some 
larger than this and sorno smaller. 
Those 


speeches have been delivored from the At- 
lantic seaboard to Pugot Sound and from 
tbe Great Lftkos to tha Gulf, 
To-day we 


are ia the midst of a great upheaval, You 
will find there ia not a county within the 
Eepablic to-day where tUure is not this 
upheaval, just as you feel it here.

I hold ia my hands a speech delivered 


>y Mr, John J, Koox, the Comptroller of 
Currency after the war closed. He ia a 
Republican who had charge of tbe question 
te was talking about and be was too shrewd 
o misstate the question against himself. 
Phis speech is published in the proceedings 
of the National Bankers' Association held 
n Pittsbnrg, Pa., in 1887. 


On pages 20 and 21 Mr. Kuox answers 


the question as to how much money we 
had at the close of the war. About four 
years after the war bad commenced, to-wit: 
August, 1865, which was after its close, the 
public debt amounted to $2,845,907,426, 
and inoladed in this huge mountain of in- 
debtedness were $1,510,000,000 of treasury 
notes, more lhan 81,500,000,000 of which 
were a legal tender.

flesh of our flesh, our children and onr 
children's children, who will live on this 
continent and remain here forever, they 
and their posterity. 


What preparation are we making for the 


coming of onr own young? [Applause.] 
It is an instinct of the lowest order of the 
animal creation to make such preparation. 
Yet here we are, two great parties in the 
nation, standing dumb ia the face of such a 
mighty problem as this, allowing the no* 
tion to degenerate into a state of business 
cannibalism where every man is trying to 
overreach hia neighbor for the almighty 
dollar. What preparation are we making 
for the coming of onr children? We have 
35,000,000 more than we bad when the war 
closed. They are here.. God sent them 
here. 
Their energies are here. 
They 


will live here for good or evil. 
How much 


money have we now in circulation among 
the 64,000,000?

Bach inspection should ia- 
clude examination into tho condition and 
situation of svelhs in relation to all sur- 
rounding buildings, their proximity to 
standing water or pools containing or- 
yanic matter, the condition of barns as 
to warmth and cleanliness, the kind, 
condition and healllifuluess of the cows 
t'roia which milk is obtained iind the 
nature of the food given to them. 


Inspectors should be at liberty to con- 


demn as unfit for milking any cows suf- 
fering from chronic diseases that might 
bo conveyed to man by tho use of their 
uiilk.—Youth's Companion.

COOPER 
AND WORDSWORTH. 


An Interview with the \goil Poet a Veir 


Tearg Before Hit* Death. 


Thomas Cooper, the veteran chartist, 


who has received a grant of £200 from the 
Civil List, had, on one occasion, a very 
interesting interview with Wordsworth 
at Rydal Mount. Cooper had been at 
Carlisle and started dn a walk through 
the Lake country. 


It was on the third day after leaving 


Carlisle that Cooper arrived at Rydal 
Lake. He was very anxious to see 
Wordsworth and have a talk with him, 
but, not knowing the poet and having 
no introduction, was rather doubtful as 
to what the nature of his reception might 
be. But, summoning all the courage at 
his command, he boldly strode up to the 
poet's door and knocked. 


In reply to an inquiry he was told that 


Wordsworth was at home; so he wrote 
on a slip of paper, "Thomas Cooper, 
author of 'The Purgatory of Suicides,' 
desires to pay his devout regards to 
Wordsworth." In a very few minutes 
he was in the presence of the "majestic 
old man," and was bowing with deep 
and heartfelt homage when Wordsworth 
seized his hand and welcomed him with 
such a hearty "How do you do? lam 
very happy to see you," that Cooper says 
the tears stood in his eyes for joy. 


^Nothing struck Cooper so much in 
Wordsworth's conversation as his re- 
mark concerning chartism—after the 
subject of Cooper's imprisonment had 
been touched upon. 
"You wore i-ight," 


Wordsworth said; "I have always said 
the people were right in what they asked; 
but you went the wrong way to get it. 
There is nothing unreasonable in your 
charter. 
It is the foolish attempt at 


physical force for which many of you 
have been blamable." By and by the 
conversation drifted to other subjects. 


There was but one occasion, says 


Cooper, on which I discerned the feeling 
of jealousy in him; it was when I men- 
tioned Byron. "If there were time," he 
said, "I could show you how Lord 
Byron was not so great a poet as you 
think him to be—but never mind that 
now." 
I had just been classing his own 


Bonnets and "Childe Harold" together 
as the noblest poetry since "Paradise 
Lost," but did not reassert what I said. 


"I am pleased to find," he said, while 


talking about Byron, "that you preserve 
your mtise chaste and free from rank 
and corrupt passion. Lord Byron de- 
graded poetry in that respect. Men's 
hearts are bad enough. Poetry should 
refine and purify their natures, not 
make them worse." 


Wordsworth's opinion on Tennyson ia 


interesting. Cooper asked the poet what 
his opinion was of the poetry of the day: 


"There is little that can be called high 


poetry," Wordsworth said. "Mr. Ten- 
nyson affords the richest promise. He 
will do great tilings yet, and ought to 
have done great things by this time." 


"His 
sense of music," 1 observed, 


"seems more perfect than that of any of 
the new race of poets." 


"Yes," Wordsworth replied; "the per- 


ception of harmony lies'in the very es- 
sence of the poet's nature, and Mr. Ten- 
nyson gives magnificent proofs that he 
is endowed with it," 


Wordsworth spoke of Southoy in the 


highest terms, t and again reverted to 
politics. "There will be great changes 
on the Coistinent.' he said, "when the 
present king of the French dies, but 
not while he lives. The different gov- 
ernments will have to give constitutions 
to their people, for knowledge is spread- 
ing, and constitutional liberty is sure to 
follow." 
Wordsworth also alluded to 


the spread of freedom in England, and 
descanted with animation on tho growth 
of mechanics' and similar institutions, 


"The people are sure to have the fran- 


chise," he said with emphasis, "as knowl- 
edge increases; but you will not get all 
you seek at once, and yon must never 
seek it again by physical force," he 
added, turning to me with a smiie; "ii 
•will only make you longer about it."— 
Pall Mall Gazette.
